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In paragraph [0030], line 9, what is meant by "vide Figure 5"? 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "air bag" as recited 
in claims 1, 10, and 19, the car body having a lacquer coating as recited in claims 7 and 
16, and "the car body as recited in claims 7 and 19, must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

The drawings are further objected to because of the following: 

1) Furthermore, the applicant discloses an outer plate, an inner plate, an outer 
module, and an inner module. In several of the drawings, the applicant merely "stacks" 
these elements on top of each other with some shown in dotted lines and others in solid 
lines which is difficult at best to understand how each of the elements are connected 
together. A cross-sectional view or an exploded view depicting these elements would 
help in understanding how all of the elements are interconnected together. 

2) Exactly where Is the cross-sectional view of Figure 5 taken from? 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet; even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
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number of an amended drawing sliould not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , lines 4-5, the phraseology "being 
connected to each other by screws, rivets, and adhesives" is not readily understood by 
the Examiner. Does the applicant mean that all three are incorporated into the 
attachment of the door or a combination thereof? Claim 5, in its entirety is not readijy 
understood by the Examiner. Are the screws, rivets, and adhesives the same as in 
claim 1? In claim 6, line 3, the applicant recites "laser soldering" but in the specification 
refers to it as just soldering. Does the applicant have support for laser soldering? In 
claim 10, the applicant refers to elements such as "...contour". These elenients appear 
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to be inconsistent with the description in the specification. Are they the same 
elements? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

As best understood, claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Morrison et al., (6,857,688). Morrison et al., (6,857,688) disclose a door 
(10) for motor vehicles comprising a door outer structure having an outer plate (14) and 
inner plate (16), lateral support/connecting plate (18, also the reinforced beltline), an 
inner module (22), an outer module (24), hinging elements, (see figure 2 along the side 
of the door assembly), window drive unit (56), a locking means (seen throughout the 
drawings), an air bag (92), fastening elements seen connecting all of the plates and 
modules together, and a sealing profile (53). 

The applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. Again, the applicant's figures don't show exactly how each and every 
element are attached together to form a vehicle door having a module and seal. Since 
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the applicant lias failed to clearly show hovy the elements are attached together to form 
a door module, it should be noted that currently, there are several patents that have 
been cited that "broadly" read on the applicant's invention which show an inner module, 
an outer module, a connecting plate (i.e., reinforcing bar), locking plate (all have some 
sort of connection for various elements such as handles, locks, hinges, etc.), and a seal 
per se.
